SUCCESS  WITH  PEONIES 

Hardy  as  the  oak,  Peonies  are  so  easily  grown  that  little  need  be  said. 
Often,  in  neglected  gardens,  one  sees  large  clumps  that  have  flourished 
and  bloomed  for  years.  Yet  they  amply  repay  all  attention  given  them. 
They  are  best  in  full  sun  but  succeed  with  shade  not  more  than  half  the 
day.  Plant  3  to  4  feet  apart,  2  feet  if  in  single  rows  for  hedges. 

Their  requirements  are  few.  They  thrive  in  almost  any  good,  rich 
soil,  moist  but  well  diained.  Water  must  not  stand  on  the  ground  after 
rains.  Dig  deep  and  pulverize  the  soil  well.  If  rich,  use  manure  as  a 
mulch  only.  If  deficient  in  fertility,  mix  in  a  third  of  VERY  WELL- 
ROTTED  manure  or  a  little  finely  ground  bone.  Fresh  manure  must  not 
be  mixed  in  the  soil  as  it  injures  the  roots.  Add  a  little  river  sand  or 
fine  gravel  if  inclined  to  be  sticky  or  heavy.  Do  not  plant  deep.  Cover 
the  buds  or  eyes  2  inches.  Do  not  pack  the  soil  hard.  Alternate  freezing 
and  thawing  tends  to  lift  the  plants.  The  first  winter,  after  the  ground 
begins  freezing,  mulch  with  coarse,  strawy  manure.  When  hard  freezing 
is  over  in  the  spring,  remove  the  coaiser  parts  and  stir  the  finer  in,  taking 
care  not  to  injure  the  buds  just  beginning  to  appear.  Cultivate  well, 
especially  the  first  two  summers.  Each  winter  cut  off  and  burn  the  tops, 
but  not  before  Sept.,  as  plenty  of  foliage  during  the  growing  season  is 
necessary  for  good  root  growth.  Do  not  plant  too  near  large  trees  and 
shrubs,  the  roots  of  which  rob  them  of  plant  food  and  moisture.

SUCCESS  WITH  PEONIES 

Hardy  as  the  oak,  Peonies  are  so  easily  grown  that  little  need  be  said. 
Often,  in  neglected  gardens,  one  sees  large  clumps  that  have  flourished 
and  bloomed  for  years.

Cover 
the  buds  or  eyes  2  inches.  Do  not  pack  the  soil  hard.  Alternate  freezing 
and  thawing  tends  to  lift  the  plants.  The  first  winter,  after  the  ground 
begins  freezing,  mulch  with  coarse,  strawy  manure.  When  hard  freezing 
is  over  in  the  spring,  remove  the  coaiser  parts  and  stir  the  finer  in,  taking 
care  not  to  injure  the  buds  just  beginning  to  appear.  Cultivate  well, 
especially  the  first  two  summers.  Each  winter  cut  off  and  burn  the  tops] 
but  not  before  Sept.,  as  plenty  of  foliage  during  the  growing  season  is 
necessary  for  good  root  growth.

If  you  want  something  good  at  a  moderate  price  and  are  not  particular 
what  varieties  and  colors,  just  so  they  are  nice,  order  Pennant  Mixed, 
This  is  not  a  cheap  lot  of  undesirable  varieties,  but  a  really  good  mixture 
of  named  Peonies,  the  leading  commercial  varieties  predominating.  Do 
not  ask  for  certain  colors  of  these  as  they  are  grown  mixed,  25c  each: 
$2.00  per  doz;  50  or  more  at  16c  each. 

SUCCESS  WITH  PEONIES 

Hardy  as  the  oak,  Peonies  are  so  easily  grown  that  little  need  be  said. 
Often,  in  neglected  gardens,  one  sees  large  clumps  that  have  flourished 
and  bloomed  for  years.  Yet  they  amply  repay  all  attention  given  them. 
They  are  best  in  full  sun  but  succeed  with  shade  not  more  than  half  the 
day.  Plant  3  to  4  feet  apart,  2  feet  if  in  single  rows  for  hedges. 

Their  requirements  are  few.  They  thrive  in  almost  any  good,  rich 
soil,  moist  but  well  diained.  Water  must  not  stand  on  the  ground  after 
rains.  Dig  deep  and  pulverize  the  soil  well.  If  rich,  use  manure  as  a 
mulch  only.  If  deficient  in  fertility,  mix  in  a  third  of  VERY  WELL- 
ROTTED  manure  or  a  little  finely  ground  bone.  Fresh  manure  must  not 
be  mixed  in  the  soil  as  it  injures  the  roots.  Add  a  little  river  sand  or 
fine  gravel  if  inclined  to  be  sticky  or  heavy.  Do  not  plant  deep.  Cover 
the  buds  or  eyes  2  inches.  Do  not  pack  the  soil  hard.  Alternate  freezing 
and  thawing  tends  to  lift  the  plants.  The  first  winter,  after  the  ground 
begins  freezing,  mulch  with  coarse,  strawy  manure.  When  hard  freezing 
is  over  in  the  spring,  remove  the  coaiser  parts  and  stir  the  finer  in,  taking 
care  not  to  injure  the  buds  just  beginning  to  appear.  Cultivate  well, 
especially  the  first  two  summers.  Each  winter  cut  off  and  burn  the  tops! 
but  not  before  Sept.,  as  plenty  of  foliage  during  the  growing  season  is 
necessary  for  good  root  growth.  Do  not  plant  too  near  large  trees  and 
shrubs,  the  roots  of  which  rob  them  of  plant  food  and  moisture.
